Mindszenty Fate 
Blow at Church. 


VATICAN CITY (#) — Pope 
Pius XII declared today that when 
a civil government contradicts di- 
vine and human rights “bishops 
and the faithful themselves are 
bound by their conscience to re- 
sist unjust laws”. ? 

Addressing a secret and extra- 
ordinary consistory of the College 
of Cardinals of the Roman Cath- 
olic church on the case of Josef 
Cardinal Mindszenty, the. Pontiff 
asked prayers to the end that: 

“|... Those who rashly tram- 
ple upon the liberty of the church 
and the rights of human .con- 
science may at length understand 
that no civil society can endure 
when religion has been suppress- 
ed and God, as it were, driven into 
exile.” 

Soul Crushed 

The Pope said “our soul. is 
crushed with most bitter grief”

A small coun- 
try, with a border on the Soviet 
Union, Cannot but regard with 
skepticism any such agreement, 
in View of the facts of recent his- 
tory. The Soviet Union had such 
pacts with Finland, Lithuania, 
Latvia, Esthonia, Poland and Ru- 
mania, All were violated when 
the Soevict Union concluded a 
contrary pact with the German 
government of Adolf Hitler, for 
muttual aggression.

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However, in seeking the pro- 
tection of the United States and 
the European nations currently 
considéring the .creation of an 
Atlantic pact, Norway has made 
it elear that she will reject any 
agreement which would enable 
het te#ritory to be used for ag- 
gression, or threat of aggression, 
against the Soviet Union. If she 
signs the Atlantic pact, it will be 
entirely for defense. Our own and 
the British interest in it also are 

* defensivé—to assure that Nor- 
way’s ports will not again be used 
as submarine bates against us. 

But no Atlantic pact acceptable 
to Norway would go into effect 
in case any party to the pact ag- 
gressed against the Soviets—with 
or without a declaration of war 
ex¢ept in response to an aggres- 
sion, or threat of aggression, by 
the Soviet Union against a party 
to the pact.

Rent Control - 
Funds Voted 


WASHINGTON, (® — The 
house appropriations committee 
voted new life today for the of- 
fice of housing expediter and 
the war assets administration. 

In the first big money bill of 
1949, a $466,882, 177 omnibus de- 
ficlency measure, the committee 
recommefided also that Congress 
override the GOP-controlled 80th 
Congress in dealing with the 
Tennessee Valley authority and 
the reclamation bureau. The 
measure is called a deficiency 
bil because it is intended to 
make up the deficit between 
funds available and the larger 
total to be spent. 

All of its. recommendations are 
subject to house and senate ap- 
proval, 

Probably the most® controver- 
sial provision in the bill is a 
clause repealing a 1948 ban on 
Michael Straus as head of the 
bureau of reclamation and Rick- 
ard Boke as regional director at 
Sacramento, Calif, 

The last Congress directed 
that these two men not receive 
pay after February 1. of this 
year because they lacked engi- 
neering experience, 

President Truman requested 
immediate removal of the ban, 
saying it was “designed to ef- 
fect the removal of two men 
who have vigorously enforced 
the reclamation laws and the pub- 
lic-power policy of the govern- 
ment, and who in so doing have 
incurred the wrath of powerful 
Special interests.” 

For the housing  expediter, 
who handles rent control, the 
committee approved $4,800;000 
for operations until the end of 
May. This is $2,650,000 less than 
the President requested but will 
give the agency two additional 
months of life. The Republican- 
backed rent control bill of 1948 
contemplated liquidation of the 
agency March 31.

WASHINGTON () — Ameri- 
cans are expected to eat about 
as well this year as last, the agri- 
culture department said today. 

A survey of food supply pros- 
pects and of consumer buying 
power indicates, he said, that an 
average eater will munch through 
the following compared with last 
year and the 1935-39 pre-war 
average:

WASHINGTON, (®) ~—Henry 
A. Wallace offered America to- 
day a _ $54,000,000,000 “budget 
for abundance,” based on less 
spending for milita: items and 
more. for public welfare. 

The 1948 candidate for presi- 
dent on thg Progressive party 
ticket called a news conference 
to explain the difference between 
President Truman’s views on gov- 
ernment income-and-outgo, and 
his own. 

Wallace’s main points: 

1. President Truman’s policy 
doesn’t take into account that 
“the way to .peace is open,” 
that “the head of the Russian 
government, for the third time 
in two years, has offered to ne- 
gotiate a treaty of peace and 
mutual disarmament.” Wallace 
said he would cut in half the 
approximately $14,000,000,000 mil- 
itary expenditure proposed by 
the President.

dance, we can prevent depres- 
sion, abolish poverty and give 
security to all American fami- 
lies.’ "Wallace advocated spending 
$27,000,000,000 for “better living 
for all Americans.” A salient. 
feature would be a housing pro- 
gram to build 2,000,000 homes a 
year for the next eight years. 

8. Establishment of a world 
development and_ reconstruction 
fund, within the United Nations, 
“to repair the ravages of war, 
strengthen the economy of the 
European nations, and develop 
the industrially backward and 
colonial countries.” For this, he 
would spend $6,700,000,000_ in- 
stead of allotting it to foreign 
military and economic aid. 

4. Reduction of individual in- 
come taxes and heavy increases 
in corporation taxes, 
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
